It’s the true test of a speaker system—a 
side-by side comparison. Sound engineers 
call it an ‘A-B’ test. I’ve taken part in quite a 
few of them. They really are a lot of fun. 

Unfortunately, most of you DAKonians 
probably don’t often get the opportunity 
to experience a real ‘A-B’ test. 

Therefore, you haven’t had a chance to 
hear the incredible difference between this 
dbx satellite/subwoofer system and the 
other more expensive (but, to my ears, not 
as good) systems. That’s the reason I’m set- 
ting up DAK’s ‘Speaker Challenge’. 

In addition to the over 16,000 DAKonians 
who are already thrilling to this system’s 
awesome wide-dispersion sound in your 
homes, 50 DAKonians will judge for them- 
selves if any of the following systems can 
even hold a candle to this dbx system:

The subwoofer’s ‘fixed floor’ disperses bass frequen- 
cies below 180Hz (large arrows) through your home, 
while it reflects frequencies above 180Hz (small 
arrows) into its cabinet to preserve stereo imaging.

Engineers painstakingly mixed the 
digital master tape to enhance high- 
end harmonics and low-end resonance. 

Finally, the digitally-mixed master is 
transferred to the Compact Disc you 
receive. (All CDs carry the last ‘D’.) 

Sure, you'll find other codes in record 
stores. For example, a pre-recorded cas- 
sette is an ‘AAA’ (analog master, analog 
mix, analog reproduction). But, we all 
know how annoying tape hiss sounds. 

Then, there’s ‘AAD’, which stands for 
analog-mastered, analog-mixed and 
digitally-reproduced CDs. They sound 
pretty good. But, not as good as ‘ADD’ 
(analog-mastered, digitally-mixed, digi- 
tally-reproduced) CDs. 

Of course, ‘DDD’ CDs sound the best 
of all. That’s why I’m offering Classical 
CD Collections with the ‘DDD’ coding.
